1S IN DANGER 


President Roosevelt Fears Op- 
position That May Be Fatal 
in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON,’ Jan .31.—An important 
ecnference was held ata the White House 
today, the participants being the Prest- 
dent, Secretary Hay and ‘Senator Cullom, 
chairman of the foreign relations commit- 
tee of the Senate. The subject under dts- 
cussion was the status of the Panama 
canal treaty. The situation with regard to 
the treaty as it has developed in the Sen- 
ate is giving the administration and its 
supperters grave concern. The President 
is exceedingly anxious that the treaty 
should be ratified at the earliest possible 
moment; yet the indications now are that 
scrious obstructions may be placed in the 
way of ratification. ; 

The conference held today was wiih a 
view of ascertaining if possible what could 
bo dene to hasten, consideration of the 
treaty by the Senate. An effort is to be 
made to get the treaty out of committee 
with a favorable report. That the effort 
will be successful is reasonably certain, 
but then its troubles in the present view 
of the matter will only have begun.

The operators say they cannot meet 
their employes’ terms and make divt- 


dends. 
The miners think otherwise and say they 


are ready to fight it out, beginning April . 

The operators have offered to refer the 
grievances to the President's Anthracite 
Gommiesion or to a commission expressly 
appointed by the executive for hearing 


therm. 

This proposition has not been generally 

approved by the miners, who say it is only 
a plan of the operators to gain time. 

Commissioner Justi of the Illinois opera- 
tors has hurled a bomb into the confer- 
ence by presenting a resolution setting 
forth the fact that Illinols operators are 
forced to pay on the basis of the run-of- 
mine standard, while other states included 
in the central competitive district are ex- 
empt from the operation of this standard. 

Commissioner Justi's statement practi- 
cally threatened that the Illinois operattors 
would withdraw from the oentral com- 
petitive district joint sessions and agree- 
ments unless this inequality and the in- 
equality now existing in the differentials 
between the pick and machine mining be 
corrected.

THE ST. LOUIS ELECTION BILL. 

In the main the bill prepared by the committee of the Jeffergon 
Club, amending the Nesbit law, seems to cover the essential 
points necessary to a good election law. Unless a study of the 
details shall disclose objectionable features which tend to nullify 
its principal provisiona the measure fairly meets the demand for 
an offectiye election law. 

Tho Post-Dispatch clearly stated the previsions which ought 
to be embodied in a good election law before the adoption of 
the law of 1395 which included them. Two years ago the Post- 
Dispatch reiterated the necessity of incorporating these necessary 
provisions in the Nesbit law. but a partisan legislature re- 
fused to do more than merely patch that measure. 

Immeolately after the election of last autumn the Post-Dispatch 
called upon the Democrats of St. Louis to take the lead in a 
nonpartisan movement for the repeal or radical amendment of 
the present law.

March's Thesaurus, just issued by the 
Historical Publishing Co. of Philadelphia, 
has to commend it the fact that its com- 
piler is the well-known philologist Francis 
Andrew March, I.LD., D. C. L., Litt D. 
Professor of che English language and 
Comparative Philology at fayette col- 
lege; Author of A Comparative Grammar 
of the Anglo-Saxon Language Met ods: 
of Philolegical Study of the English n- 
guage; Editor of the Dougfass Series of 
Christian Latin and Greek Classics; Con- 
sulting Editor of the “Standard Diction- 
ary; Director of American Readers for 
Murray's (Oxford, England) Dictionary; 
Successor of James Russell Lowell as Presi- 
dent of the Modern Language Association. 

It is claimed for the new thesaurus that 
it supplies definitions, which Reget's fails 
to do, its user being supposed to know 
the meaning or to have access to a dic- 
tionary. Thus, the new work embraces a 
comprehensive distionary, in addition to 
being a complete treasury of synonyms. 
antonyms, idioms, pronunciations and cor- 
related words. It is exceedingly rich in for- 
eign phrases, with their translations. 

The claim is also made that this the- 
saurus gives its user the ordinary, accepted 
idiom; it js practical rather than technical 
or atstruse. It is intended to bring the 
language up. to date for its user—to sup- 
ply him tools that will be easy to his hand, 
in the way of abundant words that are apt 
and expressive. In this respect the new 
thesaurus appears to fully bear out the 
claim of its publishers. The method of use, 
in finding the necessary word, is so simple 
that even a child can find what is wanted, 


inadequate, not to say inaccurate, defini- 
tions, as compared with those supplied by 
Webster and other good dictionaries. 

With these drawbacks, the March The- 
saurus can be commended to scholars, edit- 
ors, and especially business men, because 
of its wide scope and simplicity. Coupled 
with a first-class dictionary, it should 
prove extremely valuable.
